The references also do not teach or suggest the features of claims 
40 and 67 of creating a graphical flow program wherein the graphical flow program 
comprises a plurality of nodes which visually indicate the functionality of the graphical 
flow program, wherein the plurality of interconnected nodes are connected by lines 
which represent flow of data among nodes; wherein the first node is operable to invoke 
the first method of the first object.
